NEW YORK, May 9.— A spirited 
debate over prohibition and 
KB en- 


forcement today marked the clo«o of 
the annual convention of tHo Protest- 
ant Episcopal Diocese of New York 
which flnalty adopted a resolution re- 
questing Governor Smith not to ngn 
the bill which would repeal the pro- 
hibition-enforcement act. 


As originally submitted by the com* 
mlttee on miscellaneous business, the 
resolution opposed signle of the re- 
peater "in the interest of law and or- 
der." 
ThTs phrase w*i striken out 


after 'one speaker had aBBerted that 
he would not veto for a resolution 
which would brand every member Of 
the legislature who had voted for the 
repealer as not being a Bupporter or 
law and order. 
During the debate, on« clergyman 


asserted, he favored repeal of 
the 
state dry law, because 
under pre- 
sent conditions persons, were compel- 
led to 'be hypocrites as 'for as enforce- 
ment was concerned. 
"I go among my friends," he iaia, 
many of whom are at thi« very con- 


vetion, and find 
-win*., upon their 


tables. 
I like a gifts* t>t win* my- 


self. 
Many persons, Including good 
Episcopalians, are busy- making their 
own wine." 
After one speaker had deplored tne 
fact that the jjycstion of prohibition 
had come ijefoie the convention at

May 9—This has been 
another day of fruitiest debate In the 
Near Eastern peace conferencd with- 
out decision* with both Turkey and 
the allies rigidly maintaining- their 
positions on tho disputed questions. 
Iimet Pasha announced that If Tur- 
key must pay the Ottoman public debt 
on a gold basis It would drive Turkey 
into bankruptcy. Ho argued that the 
allies were about to aak for modi- 
fications In the concessions held by 
their nationals and that both wages 
and raw materials have soared; there- 
fore the allies should take into con- 
sideration the world's financial disor- 
der and authorize payment of the 
Turkish debt In present day Ottoman 
paper currency. 
Ismet complained .that when It came 
•to "yetting something1 out of Turkev 
"and doing Turkey harm," tho allies 
were united and determined, but that 
they never showed the same unani- 
mity and haste when it came to help- 
ingr Turkey In a crisis. To thla the
